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Prophecy, Tongues, and Knowledge, Appointed For The 


Good of the Church 


Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away.”—1 Cor. 13:8. 


A? the above scripture has been under 
fire by the tongue fighters and lots 
of the holiness fighters for some time, I 
feel it necessary for various reasons, to 
make, or do some research work from the 
original Greek, in which the New Testa- 
ment was originally written. I do not feel 
it necessary to dig out from the Creek 
to get knowledge concerning salvation, 
only where we are dealing with scrip- 
tures that have been under fire by some 
critic, or where the scriptures seem a lit- 
tle dark on the subject being considered. 

We want to take up the first clause of 
the verse: 


CHARITY NEVER FAILETH 


According to the Dictionary of Greek 
Words, the above word, “faileth” came 
from the Greek word “ekpipto,” No. 
1601 in the Greek Dictionary, which we 
find means to never drop away, never be 
driven from one’s course, or never be- 
come inefficient, never fall away, never 
take any effect, 


I take the position that charity abideth 
now, is the greatest asset to the Christian 
religion, and will continue even after 
prophecy, tongues, and knowledge have 
been done away with and proven useless. 
Charity never faileth. Charity should 
accompany all gifts. Charity is the pro- 
per seasoning for all of our activities in 
the church age, in which we now live. 

“Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not charity 
I am become as sounding brass, or a tink- 
ling cymbal.” Any thing we should un- 
dertake for the Lord, or do for the Lord, 
if LOVE does not lead the way, sur- 
round us, and accompany the act, it is 
not effective, and misses the mark en- 
tirely. In order for us to be accurate, as 
a religious marksman, what we do must 
be controlled, and governed by charity. 
Charity should be mixed and mingled 
with prophecy, tongues, and knowledge; 
in fact, it must be in everything we un- 
dertake for God. 


It is no wonder the eminent apostle 
Paul said in his letter to the church at 
Corinth, “Though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all mysteries, 
and all knowledge; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove moun- 
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tains, and have not charity, I am noth- 
ing.” 

Let us turn to the Commentary and 
Critical Notes by Adam Clarke, LL. D., 
F. S. A., a new edition condensed and 
supplemented from the best modern au- 
thorities by Daniel Curry, LL.D., on the 
above clause. 

“Love to God and man is essential to 
social and religious life. Without it there 
can be no communion with God, not a 
preparation for eternal glory. Without 
it there never was true religion, nor can 
ever be; and it not only is necessary 
through life, but will exist to eternity. 
Nothing short of love can fit a soul for 
the kingdom of God.” 

God is love, love will continue even 
after the given manifestations of the 
Spirit for this age have been taken away 
and proven to be a back number and out 
of date. It appears that the Corinthian 
church had need of love, just as the 
churches of today have need of love. It 
seems they were desirous of spiritual 
gifts, but they were getting onesided, or 
lopsided. They did not have at the time 
of this writing a well-balanced church, 
and there were signs of divisions, envy, 
and strife among them; therefore, they 
were in need of love to accompany their 
religious activities and gifts. 

Paul did not have it in mind to criti- 
cize their efforts, but to set them right 
on proper distribution of gifts, and _ it 
was his purpose to admonish them to 
seek gifts that would edify the church, 
themselves, and the unbeliever. 


PROPHECY SHALL FAIL 


I read an article just recently where 
the writer undertook to say that the pro- 
per word here instead of “fail” should be 
“supersede”. 

I beg to differ with this writer be- 
cause of the following reason: 

The Greek word here from which the 
word “fail” came is “katargeho,” No. 
2673 in the Greek Dictionary, which 
means to be (render) entirely idle (use- 
less), literally or figuratively, abolish, 
cease, cumber, destroy, do away, fail, 
come to naught, put away (down), van- 
ish away, make void. 

I believe the scripture will bear us out 
that we will have no need for prophecy 
during the millennium, no need for 
preaching; in fact, the Bible says we will 
not say, “Do you know the Lord?” for 
they shall all know him from the least 
to the greatest. “They shall teach no 
more every man his neighbor, and every 


man his brother, saying, Know ye the 
Lord: For they shall all know me, from 
the least of them unto the greatest of 
them, saith the Lord. After those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my law in 
their inward parts, and write them into 
their hearts; and will be their God and 
they shall be my people.” Jeremiah’s 
prophecy, Jer. 31:33, 34. “In that day 
the knowledge of the Lord will cover the 
earth as the waters cover the sea:” Isa. 
Bis?, 


Let us at this time consult Adam 
Clarke’s Commentary on this second 
clause of our text: “Though the accurate 
prophet, and the eloquent, persuasive 
preacher may be useful in their day, they 
shall not always be so; nor shall their 
gifts fit them for glory; nothing short 
of the love of God can fit a soul for the 
kingdom of God.” 


Prophecy means, according to Web- 
ster’s common school dictionary, to fore- 
tell, to preach, declaration of something 
to come, inspired foretelling, interpreta- 
tion of scripture. 

Paul the apostle, sent to the Gentiles, 
born out of due season, with a Greek 
mind, Hebrew soul, and a Roman will, 
undertakes in this chapter to get the 
church at Corinth to see, and us to see, 
that all these gifts, are only good for the 
church age, these gifts were given to 
profit withal for the time, and I take the 
position that prophecy has not failed, 
that we have prophets today, and that 
prophecy is being fulfilled every day, and 
it inspires us to a greater work. 


KNOWLEDGE SHALL VANISH 
AWAY 


I take up the fourth clause of the 
verse ahead of the third because the word 
‘vanish’ here in the text comes from the 
same word that the word ‘faiketh’ comes 
from in the Greek. Therefore, the Greek 
word is ‘katargeho’. I am not a Greek 
scholar, therefore, I go to the Greek 
Dictionary for the meaning of the word 
which I have given above and which I 
will again give for your convenience. 
“To be (render) entirely idle (useless) 
lit. or fig., abolish, cease, cumber, de- 
stroy, do away, fail, come to naught, put 
away (down), vanish away, make void. 

My friend, Paul says knowledge shall 
cease, just as plain as he says tongues 
shall cease; prophecy shall cease, just as 
much so as tongues shall cease. Let us 
turn to the commentary and critical 
notes on this particular point. Quoting

WHAT WILL BE THE LAST SIGN 

BEFORE THE COMING OF JESUS 

The question has been asked recently 
by our readers, What will be the last 


sign of the Gentile age? We will begin 
our answer to this question by asking a 
question, What will be the last sign of 
the church age? We feel that the church 
age will close at the rapture of the saints, 
1 Thess. 4:13-16. “For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
with the trump of God: Then we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with him in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air.” This certainly will 
be the last sign or happening at the close 
of the church age. We see so many 
things now that have already taken place 
among the professed followers of Christ, 
that are positive proof that we are just 
waiting for the Lord to descend. The 
confusion among the people, the various 
teachings and doctrines, prove positively 
that the day of His appearing is near, 
even at the door. 


The Bible is plain in its teachings con- 
cerning the work of grace in the hearts 
of His believing children. There are so 
many today who have a form of godli- 
ness and deny His power that it makes 
us know that the falling away is upon us. 
Thirty-odd years ago the outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost came in a miraculous 
way. It was a great awakening time 
among Christians and the religious pa- 
pers had a great deal to say about it. In 
fact, all agreed that it was a reproduc- 
tion of Pentecost. While it was criticized 
by those who were inclined to live 
worldly and use religion for a cloak, on 
the other hand thousands of honest- 
hearted people hailed it with joy, and it 
spread rapidly until today it has gone in- 
to every nation, and what is known as 
“the tongues movement” has almost cov- 
ered the globe. Then we see a force of 
unbelievers rising up to criticize the true 
power of God, and this work has gone al- 
most to the extremes. It makes us feel 
that the scripture is fulfilled which says 
they will have a form of godliness and 
deny the power thereof. From my view- 
point, I feel that the falling away is 
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complete, so far as the full blessing being 
rejected is concerned. I can see nothing 
to hinder the return of Jesus to resurrect 
the righteous dead and catch away the 
waiting saints. 


There has been so much said on this © 


subject by religious writers until it will 
not be necessary to repeat. There is one 
last sign to be fulfilled and that is the 
denying of the literal, visible church and 
its mission to fallen humanity. Just what 
will become of those who will do this is 
a question, but my candid opinion is they 
will go into’the tribulation week and 
after they have repented of their mistakes 
they will be martyrs for God. I feel that 
this is clearly brought out in Matt. 25: 
1-10. There have been a good many dif- 
ferent interpretations of this scripture 
but one thing is made plain, that all ten 
of the persons mentioned are virgins and 
the only distinction is that five had oil 
and five did not have oil. In all my 
search of the scriptures and the authority 
on the oil I find that it is the beaten 
olive oil which the Jews use for lights, 
and in spite of a storm of protest, it cer- 
tainly does represent the Holy Ghost. 


TRIBULATION WEEK 


The tribulation week will begin after 
the rapture, and this will be the last week 
spoken of in Daniel 9:27, “And he shall 
confirm the covenant with many for one 
week: and in the midst of the week he 
shall cause the sacrifice and oblation to 
cease, and for the overspreading of 
abominations he shall make it desolate, 
even until the consummation, and that 
determined shall be poured upon the des- 
olate.” This verse is the first inkling we 
have of when Daniel’s seventy weeks will 
be complete. The first seven weeks, forty- 
nine years, were fulfilled at the return of 
the Babylonian captives under Nehe- 
miah and Ezra, the rebuilding of the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

The next sixty-two weeks, four hun- 
dred thirty-four years, were fulfilled at 
the crucifixion of Jesus. Then we have 
had a period of almost two thousand 
years of what is known as the church 
age. We see from prophecy that this 
church age is now ready to come to a 
close. The close of this last week, which 
will be seven years, will culminate in the 
return of our Lord to reign a thousand 
years, Matt. 24:29, 30; Dan. 7:13, 14. 

At the end of the tribulation week and 
the sign spoken of in these scriptures, 
Christ will come to reign a thousand 
years and will destroy the Gentile world 
powers and set up a thousand years” 
reign, Zech. 14:1-3. At the Lord’s return 
in glory there will be great changes in 
the government and powers of the earth 
and especially in Palestine, Zech. 14:4-7. 
These will be the awful days of tribula-
